and Choice, which has always made me think, — 
the Sorrows of he latter much more to be pt ay 
ticd than thaſe of the former. The Contem- vr 


plation of Diftreſſes of this Sort ſoftens the Mind 
of Man, and makes the Heart better. It extiſ- 
guiſhes the Seeds of Envy and III-will 3 
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Mankind, correRs the Pride of Proſperity, and 
beats down all that Fierceneſs and Inſolence 
which are apt to get into the Minds of the Dar- 
ing and Fortunate. | 

FOR this Reaſon the wiſe Athenians, in their 
Theatrical Performances, laid before the Eyes 
of the People the greateſt Afflictions which could 
befal Humane Life, and inſenfibly poliſh'd their 
Tempers by ſueh Repreſentations.

Part of them, ou be immediately ve ſted in the right- 
ful Owner. this, the Inhabitants of the 
Farth held up the Inſtruments of their Tenure, 
whether in Parchment, Paper, Wax, or an 
other Form of Conveyance, and as the Goddel; 
moved the Mirror of Truth which ſhe held in 
her Hand, ſo that the Light which flowed from 
it fell upon the Malticude, they examined the 
ſeveral Inftruments by the Beams of it. The 
Rays of this Mirror had a particular Quality of 
ſtring Fire to all Forgery and Falſhood. The 
Blaze of Papers, the melting . of Seals, and 
crackling of Parchments, made a very odd 
Scene. The Fire very ofen ran through Two 
or Three Lines only, and then topped. Tho' I 
could not but obſerve, that the Flame chiefly 
broke out among the Interlineations and Cadicils; 
the Light of the Mirror, as it was turned u and 
down, picrced into all the dark Corners and Re- 
eeſſes of the Univerſe, and by that Means de- 
ected many Writings and Records which had 
been hidden or buried by Time, Chance or De- 
hen. This occaſioned à wond:rful Revolution 
Jnong the People. At the ſame Time, the

cern moſt, was, to ſee a certain Street of the 
greateſt Credit in Europe from one End to the 
other become Bankrupt. *; | 
THE next Command was, for the whole Bo- 
dy of Mankind to ſeparate themſelves into their 
proper Families; which was no ſooner done, but 
an Edict was iſſued out, requiring all Children 
fo repair to their True and Natural Fathers. This 
put a great Part of the Aſſembly in Motion ; for 
: as the Mirror was moved over them, it inſpired 
every one with ſuch a natural Inſtinct, as di- 
reed them to their real Parents. It was a very 
melancholy Spectacle to ſee the Fathers of very 
large Families become childleſs, and Bachelors 
undone by a Charge of Sons and Daughters. 
You might' ſee a preſumptive Heir of a great 
Eſtate ask Bleſſing of his Coachman, and a ce- 
lebrated Toaſt paying her Duty 'to a Valet de 
Chambre. Many, under Vows of Celibacy, ap- 
ed furrounded with a numerous Iſſue. This 
Change of Parentage would have cauſed great 
Lamentation; but that the Calamity was pret 
common ; and that generally thoſ who loft their 
Children, had the Satisfallion of ſeeing them 
ut into the Hands of their deareſt Friends. 
en were no ſooner ſettled in their Right to 
their Poſſeſſions and their Progeny, but there 
was a third Order proclaimed, That all the Poſts 
Dignity and Honour in the Univerſe ſhould be con- 
| erred on Perſons of the greateſt Merit, Abilities and 
Perfection. The Handſome, the Strong, and the 
Wealth immediately preſfed forward; hut not 
1 being able to bear the Splendor of. the Mirror, 
4 which played upon their Faces, they immediate- 
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ly fell back among the Crowd: Bur as the * 
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Eagle does its young Once by the Luſtre of the 
Sun, it was remarkable, that every one turned 


away his Face from it who had not diſtinguiſhed

This 
ſele& Aſſembly was drawn up in the Center of 
a prodigions Multitude, which was diffufed on 
all Sides, and ſtood "obſerving them, as idle 
People uſe to gather about a Regiment that are 
exerciſing their Arms, They were drawn up in 
three Bodies: In the firſt, where the Men of Vir- 
tue; in the ſecond Men of Knowledge; and in 
the third, the Men of Bufinefs, It was impoſ- 
fible to look at the firſt Column without a ſecret 
Veneration, their Aſpeas were ſo ſweetened 
with Humanity, raiſed with Contemplation, em- 
boldened with Reſolution, and adorned with 
the moſt . agreeable Airs, which are thoſe that 
proceed from ſecret Habits of Virtue. I could 
not but 'take Notice, 'That there were many 
Faces among them which were unknown, not 
only to the Multitude, but even to ſeveral of 
their own Body. ; 2 ok 

IN the ſecond Column, conſiſting of the Men 
of Knowledge, there had been great Diſputes 
before they ſell into the Ranks,. which they did 
not do at laft, without the poſitive Command of 


the Goddeſs who preſided over the Aſſembly. 


She had fo order'd it, that Men of the greateſt 
Genius and ſtrongeſt Senſe were placed at the 
Head of the Column: Behind thefe, were ſuch 
as had ſormed their Minds very much on the 
Thoughts and Writing: of others.

THE third Column were Men of Buſineſ, 
and conſiſting of Perſons” in military and civil 
Capacitics. The former marched aut from the 
reft and placed. themſelves 13 the Front; at 
which the other ſhook their Heads at them, but 
5 not think fir to diſpute the Poſt with them, 
could not but make ſcveral Obſervations vpou 
this laſt Columy of People; but I have certain 
rivate Reaſons why I do not think fit to com. 

In order to fil 
up all the Poſts of Honour, Dignity and Profi 
there was a Draught made out of each Column 
of Men, who were Maſters of all three Qualiß.

The ſecond Draught 
was made out of ſuch as were poſſeſſed of any 
two of the Qualifications, who were diſpoſed of 
in Stations of a ſecond Dignity. Thoſe who 
were left, and were —— only with one of 
them, had their ſuitable Poſts. When this was 
over, there remained many Places of Truſt 
and Profit unfilled, for which there were freſh 
Draughts made out of the ſurrounding Multi- 
tude, who had any Appearance of theſc Excel. 
lencies, or were recommended by thoſe who poſ 
ſeſſed them in Reality. 
. ALL were ſurpriſed to ſee ſo many ney 
Faces in the moſt eminent Dignities; and for my 
own Part, I was very well pleaſed to ſee that 
all my Friends either kept their preſent Poſts, or 
were advanced to higher.
